Military Lenient Toward College Students

Omaha University students 
facing the prospect of being 
drafted or being recalled to ac- 
tive duty in the reserves will be 
glad to know that the present 
policy of the Selective Service 
Reserve Boards still gives more 
weight to a student’s staying in 
school over serving in the armed 
forces. 

In an interview by U. 8S. News 
and World Report of Lt. Gen. 
Lewis B, Hershey, director’ - of 
Selective Service, Gen. Hershey 
made the following statement, 
“It’s better to have a boy doing 
something, even if it’s just barely 

_ Staying in school, than to have 
him doing nothing.” 

He went on to say that even 
students in the lower one-fourth 
of their class have a good chance 
of being deferred. This would 
tend to eliminate unnécessary 
dropping out of students who are 
discouraged because of grades, 
ete,, and figure they might as 


well quit school since they will | 
probably be drafted anyway. 
Gen: Hershey estimated there 
are from 100,000 to 150,00 stu- 
dents in school who are classified 
as 1-A because they haven't told 


the draft board they are ‘students. | 


Many of them figure that since 
a'deferment extends the draft 
age to 35, it’s better to take a 
chance and slip by the 26 year 
old draft limit, 


However, said Gen. Cevris, local 


boards tend to react individually 
to flareups such as Berlin and 
may take some students in the 
lower end of academic stand- 
ings. But a student classified as 
1-A can appeal to the draft board 
to have it. changed, and as of 
now, stands a good -chance of 
doing it. 

According to the information 
Office of the Sixteenth Army 
Corps, the Reserve policy is also 
in favot of the student.

“Nuclear Warfare’—a phrase 
new to our language. 

Only a handful of people in 
the world actually know what it 
is and what it can do. Even fewer 
control it. 

Yet these two words probably 
arouse as much emotion in the 
world’ as any others. They have 
come to represent fright, Devas- 
tation. Horror. Death, Even—if 


the mind can conceive it—the 
end of human life on this planet; 


‘the end of the world, inflicted by 


man’s own creative-destructive 
hand. 

Pleasant? No. 

Posible? Yes. 

Likely? A matter of specu- 


" ation. 
Some people have never heard - 


of nuclear warfare. To many, it 
has only a vague meaning; only 
another threat—a faraway, un- 
rea] thing.

Jeast 50 megatons ... the larg- 
est man-made explosion in his- 
tory. The Russians call it “test- 
ing.” If it be testing, it can be 
for only one purpose: to use it. 

But it may be that the Rus- 
sians are already using their 
bombs in war—a_ psychological 
war for men’s minds. A war that 
makes people scramble to build 
shelters and say “better Red than 
dead.” If this be the case, how 


is their “war” coming? Are peo- 
ple.. mad? Apathetic? Frigh- 
tened?

Since Russian testing began, 
danger from radiation in the air 
has been an almost daily head~« 
line topic. 

Is there danger? To whom? 
How much? 

Associate Professor of Physics 
John McMillan explained that 
most ground blast radiation falls 
back on the ground in the im- 
mediate area of ground zero. 
But if the device is an air blast, 
radiation is sent high into the 
atmosphere, where it attaches 
itself to dust and other minute 
debris. This type of contamina- 
tion remains active for months 
or years, and eventually falls to 
earth in raindrops or because of 
gravity. 

Some experts claim - that hun- 
dreds‘ of bombs could be deton- 
ated before radiation would aps . 
proach the danger point. 

Others desiagree and say radi« 
ation is still too much a mystery 


‘ and should be regarded as dan~ 


gerous in ‘any amount. Small 
amounts of radiation have been 
likened to a girl who is “just a 
little bit pregnant.” 


Professor McMillan said it’s 
still to early to know what ef-~ 
fects radiation may have on gen 
etic changes in future genera< 
tions. 

Monday, physics students at 
OU took a radiation count and 
found that after a lull in Rus- 
sian testing, the reading was 
lower than two week before, 
following several tests, 


Mr, McMillan said that the 
count, reading in micro-Roent- 
gens is still far, far below the 
recognizéd human danger level, 
which is about 250 full Roent- 
gens. But he pointed out again 
that no one knows what effécts 
even such small amounts will ul- 
timately have on humans. 


* “No testing at all is safest,’ 
“put if United States 
testing is necessary to maintain 
a military. striking position, 
we'll just have to be willing to 
take a chance.” 

Mr. McMillan was a bit doubt. 
ful about ‘shelters in a target 
city like’Omaha, .. _ 

“A shelter’ deep in the 
ground would be safe, discount- . 
ing a direct hit,” he said, “but 
how many could get to one?” 
He went on, “if I lived away 
from a major target city, I 
would give serious thought. to 

‘turning the old potato cellar 
into a , shelter.’ Then he. 
thought for 1 moment and ex- 
pressed doubt as.to wether. he 
would want to be around after : 

' ® nuclear holocaust.
